But it 
is certainly in a very different tone 
from that of Count Czernin and ap- 
parently of an opposite purpose, It 
confirms, I am sorry to say, rather 
than removes, the unfortunate impres- 
sion made by what we had learned of 
the conferences at Brest-Litovsk. His 
discussion and acceptance of our gen- 
eral principles lead him to no prac- 
tical conclusions. He refuses to apply 
them to the substantiative items 
which must constitute the body of 
any final settlement. He is jealous of 
international action and of interna- 
tional council, He accepts, he says, the 
principle of public democracy, but he 
appears to insist that it be confined, 
at any rate in this case, to generali- 
tiles, and that the several particular 
questions of territory and sovereignty, 
the several questions upon whose set- 
tlement must depend the acceptance 
of peace by the 23 states now engaged 
in the war, must be discussed and set- 
tled, not in general council but sev- 


} erally by the nations most immediately 


concerned by interest or nelghbor- 
hood. He agrees that the sea should 
be free, but looks askance at any Iimli- 
tation to that freedom by international 
action in the interest of the common 
order, He would without reserve be 
glad to see economic barriers removed 
between nation and nation, for that 
could in no way impede the ambitions 
of the military party with whom he 
seems constrained to keep on good 
terms. Neither does he raise objec- 
tion to a limitation of armaments, That 
matter will be settled of itself, he 
thinks, by the economic conditions 
which must follow the war. But the 
German colonies, he demands, must 
be returned without debate, He will 
discuss with no one but the represen- 
tatives of Russia what disposition shall 
be made of the peoples and the lands 
of the Baltic provinces. With no one 
but the government of France the 
‘condition’ under which French terri- 
tory shall be evacuated; and only with 
Austria what shall be done with Po- 
land, In the determination of 11 ques- 
tions affecting the Balkan states, he 
defers, as I understand him, to Austria 
and Turkey; and with regard to the 
agreements to be entered into con- 
cerning the non-Turkish peoples of 
the present Ottoman Empire, to the 
Turkish authorities themselves, After 
a settlement all around, effected in this 
fashion, by individual barter and 
concession, he would have no objec- 
tion, if I correctly interpre’ his state- 
ment, to a league of nations which 
would undertake to head the new 
balance of power sfeady against ex- 
ternal disturbance, 
World At Stake. 

“It must be evident to everyone who 
understands what this war has 
wrought in the opinion and temper of 
the world that no general peace, no 
peace worth the infinite sacrifices of 
these years of tragical suffering, can 
possibly be arived at in any such 
fashion. The method the German 
chancellor proposes is the method of 
the congress of Vienna. We cannot and 
will not return to that, What is at 
stake now is the peace of the world, 
What we are striving for is a new in- 
ternational order based upon broad 
and universal principles of right and 
justice—no more peace of shreds and 
patches. 

Hertling Ideas Antique.

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OLD CLAIM AGAINST 
CITY FOR _ $30,000 
COMING TO COURT 


Mrs. Hubbard Wants Compensa- 
tion For Property—Manders 
Claims $60,000 


An old-standing claim against the 
city Is to be brought before the courts, 
says the city solicitor, on the 18th 
inst 

This is the claim of Mrs, Hubbard 
for the sum of $30,000 for alleged 
damage to property on Alberta avenue 
caused by the street railway running 
past the front and thus, is being con- 
tended, cutting off the approaches. 

This ig a matter which has been 
much in evidence at the — revision 
courts for assessment appeals during 
late vears. 

The property lies to the east end 
of Alberta avenue, beyond the exhibi- 
tion grounds. Owing to bad ground 
the street railway takes a bend and 
it is held that it runs right along the 
front of the Hubbard property, taking 
away all ordinary means of approach 
from the avenue. 

In respect to the claim of E, Man- 


ders, who appeared before the city 
council at their last meeting and 
stated that he intended to bring an 


action for $60,000 against the city for 
breach of contract, a recommendation 
will go to the cliy council from the 
clty commissioners that nothing be 
done in the matter. 

A report is furnished on the sub- 
ject by the city engineer, who states 
that the claim arises out of a contract 
for boulevard work undertaken by E 
Manders in 1912. He had received 
$56,571.75 on the estimates and also 
a further sum as an arbitration award,

Two deputations, one for and the 
other against the proposed general 
early closing by-law, appeared before 
the safety and health committee of 
the city council Menday afternoon, 

8S. kk. Wovuds, L.C., represented two} 
classes of petitioners, one being the 
Small retailers and the other the peo- 
ple who would bewctually affected by 
the closing of the small stores, There 
were some 200 of the small retailers 
who would be injured by the by-law, 
and about 400 names on the other 
petition, Mr. Woods said that it was 
who wished to have 
general early closing wanted it in 
order to eliminate the small trader, 
which would mean the advantage of 
the departmental store, These small 
stores could not send goods out on 
telephone orders, but their business 
Was done mainiy over the counter 
during the evening, and for cash. 
‘These people, said Mr. Woods, did not 
Want to work anybody during the 
evening, but they did want to work 
themselves. Because a law had been} 
passed which made it necessary for 
the department store to close or else 
get in a fresh staff, there was no rea- 
son why there should be municipal 
legislation to go further than had the 
provincia] government. The’ early 
closing principle was not to be adopi- 
ed ag an inhibition to prevent anyone 
workng after 6 oclock, but to safe- 
guard employees, 

Speak in Favor 

There were & number of speakers 
from the other delegation who ad- 
vanced arguments in favor of tne 
early closing. lt was staied that it 


ers Were against early closing. and it 
was also contended that a number 
of the Kelail Grocers assoc.ation 
were in favor of it. 

Mayor HKyans asked whether there 
had been any expression of an opin- 
ion from any organization, such as ihe} 
Gusinessmen’s league or the Trades} 
and Labor Council, 

The answer wveing in the negative, 
the mayor said that he would like to 
hear some such expression of opinion 
from these organizations, and also 
trom the public in general. 

In answer to a question from the} 
mayor us to how organized labor 
would view the innovation, Ald, Kin-| 
ney said that there was only one} 
opinion from the working-class point} 
of view.

BEAUMONT LOSE 
LAND MARK WITH 
BURNED CHURCH 


Catholic Institution Built 23 
Years Ago Destroyed in 
Morning Blaze 


The Beaumont Roman Catholic 
church, which for 23 years has been a 


landmark of that district, was totally 
destroyed by fire early Monday morn- 
ing. The origin of the fire is a mys- 
tery. It was first noticed about 6 a. 
m. by Joe Gagnon, who gave the 
alarm in the village, but the fire had 
such a start that nothing could be 
saved, 

The building was valued at $6,000, 
and the contents included many cost- 
ly ornaments and furnishings. Only 
about $3,000 of insurance was carried. 
The church was lighted by gas lamps, 
and at 8 p.m. Sunday the lights were 
turned out. When first seen the fire 
was at the altar, and a short time lat- 
er the whole church was ablaze. It 
is thought by some that the fire must 
have started about three or four in 
the morning.

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SOUTH SIDE MEETING SHOWS 
SYMPATHY WITH FIREMEN BY 
FILLING METROPOLITAN CHURCH 


| Resolution Passed Protesting Against the Action of the City Council 
and Asking Cancellation of Appointment of Fire Chief—A Reso- 
lution Asking the Mayor and Commissioner Harrison to Resign 
Was Also Carried—Speakers Included Rev. E. Val Tilton, Alder- 


men Milton Martin and Kinney, Fireman W. G, Murray, 8. H, G. 
Barnes, Farmilo and Rice Sheppard. 


South Side residents assembled in 


large numbers at the Metropolitan 
church last night to manifest their 
interest in the dispute between the 


city council and the firemen who are 
now on strike. The church was quite 
filled with people and, as at the meet- 
ing on the North Side, sympathy with 
the firemen was general. 

After hearing a number of 
dresses, a resolution, similar to that 
carried at the North Side meeting, 
protesting against the action taken 
by the city council, and asking them 
to cancel the present appointment of 
fire chief and to make one from the 
ranks of the firemen, was put to the 
meeting and carried, oné voting 
against, 


As at the North Side meeting, 
resolution asking the mayor and 
Commissioner Harrison to resign, was 
also carried, but in connection with 
these it has been asked that some 
explanation might be given. The 
resolutions asking for the resignations 
of the two city commisisoners will be 
presented to the city council separ- 
ately from the other resolutions, as 
the firemen and the Trades and Labor 
council, who have organized the meet- 
ings, hold that they have one issue 
alone in the protest they are making 
and that is the action taken by the 
city council in the appointment of 
Chief Davidson, and to secure its al- 
teration. Therefore, as a body, they 
do not associate themselves with other 
resolutions passed at the meeting 
which do not directly deal with the 
issue they state. 

The supporters of the resolutions 
asking for the resignations state they 
represent those who voted for the 
lelection of the mayor but hold that 
lthey now realize they have made a 
mistake and wish to express this In 
the resolutions, and that they will 
be presented in such light. 

Owing to a severe cold Mayor Evans 
lwas not able to attend the meeting, 
and in justice to the mayor it has to

of the action which the firemen had 
taken, Mr. Duncan contended that 
the mayor had no right to say this, 
as whatever action was taken by the 
firemen was forced upon them by the 
city council. The eity council knew 
what would happen if they insisted 
upon Davidson going into the fire de- 
partment, yet they persisted in this 
action, 

As for the statements made that 
there was no material or ability in the 
department, Mr. Duncan said that the 
gentlemanly manner in which the 
strike had been conducted showed 


|} their character, and the meeting which 


had taken place showed their organ- 
izing ability, although the mayor said 
that they had none, 

Mr. Duncan said that he looked at 
the matter from the selfish point of 
view of a citizen who was concerned 
mostly in the efficiency of the depart- 
ment, and he believed that it was in 
the best interests of Edmonton that 
the firemen should win at the present 
time. The speaker characterized the 
appointment of Mr. Davidson as noth- 
ing but patronage. 

Make For Peace 


“IT call upon the city council to 
create a vacancy in the position of 
chief of the fire department and to fill 
t by making an appointment which 
would tend to peace and goodwill in 
the city,” said 8. H. J. Barnes. The 
speaker added that all the firemen 


asked for was a trial. Wasn't that 
fair? 
Mr. Barnes said that up to the pre- 


sent time they had had appointments 
on the principle of promotion almost 
exclusively in the civil service. The 
speaker then alluded to the superin- 
tendents who had secured their ap- 
pointments by promotion, these includ- 
ing Assessor Walker, Treasurer Barn- 
house, Supt. Lowry, of the telephone 
department, and Supt. Ormsby, of the 
electric light department. The citizens 
had lookee with pleasure and satis- 
faction to the employees stepping up 
and filling’ these positions. Why in 
this particular instance has this princi- 
ple been departed from? Why had they 
a fire department which was consider- 
ed so efficient? One reason was that 
in the last two appointments of chief 
seniority and efficiency had been con- 
sidered, 

“The matter is entirely up to the 
city council,” said Ald. Kinney, “and 
if the majority are prepared to declare 
the office of chief vacant and to sup- 
port someone else they have the power 
to bring it about.” 

Ald, Kinney said that he did not 
think it was necessary to get up and 
Cefend any action of his in connection 
with the appointment of fire chief. 
Ald. Kinney then said that he was glad 
to see a letter from the mayor refer- 
ring to the telegram which he pro- 
posed to send to Mr, Davidson. He 
(Ald, Kinney) remembered the inci- 
dent and that the mayor had left the 
room, when some of the aldermen had 
said that they must back up the action

“The preamble states that the Uk- 
rainian people having in the course 
of the present world war declared it- 
self to be independent and exprossed 
a wish to restore peace between itself 
and the powers at war, Russia desires 
to take the first step toward a last/ 
world’s peace, honorable to all parties, | 
which shall not only put an end to 
the horrors of war, but also lead to 
the restoration of friendly relations of 
the peoples in political, legal, econ- 


omic and intellectual realm,” 


The names of all the plenipotenti- 
aries engaged in the negotiations are 
then set forth and they are declared 
to have reached an agreement on the 


following points: 
“Article 1—Germany, Austria-Hun- 


gary, Bulgaria and Turkey on the one

The limit of the 
faward which the board may make, 
under its instructions is $10,000,000.

LICENSING OF 
_ BAKERIES BY 
ORDER ISSUED 


| | 


Applies to Establishments Using) 


Five Barrels Flour or More 
Per Month 


OTAWA, Feb. 11,-—-Licensing of 
bakery establishments using five bar- 
rels of flour or more per month and 
standardization of bakery products is 
provided for in an order of the food 
controller. Hotels, restaurants and 
public eating houses, baking only for 
the use of their patrons, are not re- 
quired to obtain a baker’s license. The 
order makes it illegal, on and after 
March }, for any baker to make bread, 


rolls, pastry or other bakery products, ; 


without written permision from _ the 
food controller, from wheat flour other 


than the standard flour, already pre- | 


scribed. 
Weights For Sale 
Licensees may manufacture and sell 
bread only in the following weights, 
or multiples thereof, which shall be 
net weights, unwrapped, 12 hours 
after baking: 


British Columbia-—-18 ounces, but 
not to exceed 19 ounces, 
Alberta and Saskatchewan — 20 


ounces, but not to exceed 21 ounces, 

Manitoba—16 ounces and 20 ounces, 
but not to exceed 17 ounces and 21 
ounces. 

Ontarlo—12 ounces and 24 ounces, 
but not to exceed 13 ounces and 25 
ounces, 

Quebec—24 ounces, but not to ex- 
ered 25 ounces. 

Maritime Provinces—24 ounces, but 
mot to exceed 25 ounces, 

Making of Rolls 

Rolls may be manufactured for sale 
only in units weighing 1 or 2 ounces. 
‘They must be baked in a pan and not 
on the oven bottom. 

Limitations are also fixed on the 
quantities of certain ingredients which 
may be mixed with one barrel of 196 
pounds of flour tn making bread or 
rolls, 

The order provides for the manu- 
facture, exclusively, of a single pan | 
foal or multiple thereof, closely batch- 
ed, with no ‘cutting or washing” a 
single exception being made in the 
ease of rye bread which is used by the 
Jewish people. Bread containing not | 
less than 35 per cent. of rye flour aec- | 
cordingly may be baked on the sole of 
the oven in either a round or a stick 
shape. 

Wrapping Forbidden 

The wrapping of bread or the plac- 
ing of a band thereon is prohibited, | 
but the loaves may be labelled by the 
manufacturer, 

General rules to govern all licensees 
manufacturing baking products are 
also set forth in the order. These re- 
quire that only a reasonable profit 
should be taken on the manufacture 
ov handling of any bakery products. 

Annual license fees are prescribed, | 
varying from $5 to $50. The order is 
the outcome of a careful survey made 
hy Professor Harcourt, head of the! 
department of chemistry in the On- 
tarlo agricultural college and the con- 
ference in Ottawa recently with re- 
presentative bakers from all parts of 
the Dominion,

Jyclone Johnny Thompson's Victory over Billy Papke 
It was on Feb 11, 1911, just seven years ago today that Cyclone 
Johnny Thompson defeated Billy Papke in twenty rounds at Sydney, 
Australia. Both the “Sycamore Cyclone” and the “Illinols Thunder- 
bolt’ were born in Illinois, and this fact added interest to the battle 
pulled off in distant Australia. The bout was advertised as for the 
middleweight championship of the world, but there was no basis for 
euch a claim, as both Americans had previously been defeated by 
Dave Smith, the Australian. The fight between the two men at 
Sydney was really never fully reported in the American press, and 
Papke's friends and admirers were much alarmed over the result. 
The truth of the matter was that Billy was hog fat and out of condi- 
tion. He said at the time that he was ill, and it is certain that he 
did not put up his usual brand of punches. The mill was pulled off 
in the Sydney Stadium and the audience was composed largely of 
roughs, themselves spoiling for a fight. The better class of boxing 
patrons stayed away in the belief that the affair was fixed, but there 
was nothing in the subsequent exchange of fistic compliments to 
give color to such suspicion. In the early rounds neither Papke nor 
Thompson showed much, and the spectators hooted and howled in 
derision and threatened to start something. In the latter rounds 
“Cyclone Johnny" struck a swift gait and set the pace for the 
wheezing and corpulent Papke. Billy, however, put over the only 
knockdown with a biff to the jaw that made Johnny see stars for sev- 
eral minutes. Papke showed a few other flashes of form, but for 
the most part he was 4s slow as a mixed local on the Squeedunk &
